ARTICLE  I. 

The  Classis  of  Lehigh  of  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  began  its  42nd  annual  sessions  in  St. 
John's  Reformed  Church,  Allentown,  Pa.,  Monday  evening,  June 
6th,  A.  D.  192 1,  at  7.30  o'clock. 

The  sessions  were  opened  with  public  worship,  which  was  a 
Preparatory  Service  and  a  Holy  Communion  Service.  The  altar 
services  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Kressley,  Stated  Clerk 
of  Classis,  and  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Kern,  Treasurer  of  Clas*is.  The 
President  of  Classis,  the  Rev.  Howard  A.  Althouse,  of  New  Trip- 
oli, Pa.,  preached  the  sermon,  using  as  a  text  Acts  2  147 :  "And  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be  saved." 
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After  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  President 
cal!c(l  Classis  formally  to  order  and  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

The  Stated  Clerk  called  the  ri>ll  and  to  ministers  and  I2 
elders  were  present.    (See  Roll.) 

The  President  announced  the  presence  of  a  quorum  and  that 
Classis  was  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  Ivev.  George  B.  Smith  placed  in  nomination  for  the 
ofifice  of  President  the  name  of  the  I\ev.  Marry  1).  Houtz.  The 
nomination  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  William  L.  Meckstroth. 
By  motion,  the  nominations  were  closed  and  Classis  instructed  its 
Stated  Clerk  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Classis  for  the  election  of  Presi- 
dent. After  his  election,  the  newly  elected  President  was  escorted 
to  the  chair  hy  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Moyer,  and  after  a  few  appropriate 
remarks  by  the  President,  Classis,  by  motion,  closed  its  work  until 
Tuesday  morning,  June  7th,  192 1,  at  9  o'clock. 

The  session  was  closed  with  prayer  and  the  benediction,  both 
being  spoken  by  the  Rev.  Robert  M.  Kern.

ARTICLE  VII. 
REPORTS  OF  BOARDS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS. 

At  various  times  and  from  various  sources,  reports  and  com- 
munications and  documents  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Stated 
Clerk.  These  were  placed  into  the  hands  of  the  proper  committees 
and  were  brought  before  Classis  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the 
regular  way. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

The  parochial  reports  with  the  statistics  were  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  examina- 
tion and  presentation  to  Classis.  The  privilege  was  given  to 
pastors  so  that  each  one  might  read  his  report  personally  on  the 
floor  of  Classis  if  he  so  desired.  None  however  were  thus 
brought  before  Classis. 


Reports  were  in  the  possession  of  Classis  from  every  charge 
within  the  bounds  of  Classis,  except  from  Fleetwood  charge, 
which  is  served  by  the  Rev.  'Si.  H.  Brensinger.  Xo  report  was 
sent  by  him  nor  was  an  Elder's  Credential  sent  in  by  him,  nor 
even  a  word  of  explanation  for  such  action.  'Mr.  Harry  L. 
Fogelman,  who  is  a  member  of  Classis,  also  failed  to  send  a  report 
of  his  work  to  Classis. 

A  number  of  ministers  were  absent  on  account  of  physical 
infirmities  or  because  of  some  other  reason  and  asked  to  be  ex- 
cused by  Classis.    These  excuses  were  granted  by  Classis. 

The  constitutional  questions  were  addressed  collectively  to 
the  elders  and  were  answered  individually  by  them  and  all  affirm- 
atively. Two  charges  however  were  not  represented  by  elders 
mid  they  were  the  Fleetwood  charge  and  Zion's,  Lehighton. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
REPORT  AND  ELECTION  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Classis  was  now  presented 
and  read.  After  the  reading  of  the  same  it  was  adopted  and  the 
Treasurer  was  re-elected,  the  Stated  Clerk  casting  the  ballot  for 
his  election. 

TREASURER'S  REPORT. 
To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis; 
t)ear  Pathei-s  and  Brethren: 

AS  treasurer  of  Lehigh  Classis,  1  beg  leave  to  iilake  the  following 
report  covering  the  classical  yfear  oif  1920-21  from  May  1  of  last  year  to 
April  30  of  the  present  year. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  brethren  were  very  con- 
siderate in  sending  their  money  and  1  believe  quite  prompt.  I  do  not 
think  that  there  are  many  pastors  in  our  Classis  nov  who  do  not  see 
to  it  quite  faithfully  that  their  money  is  forwarded  as  soOn  as  the 
members  have  contributed  it.  This  is  indeed  the  only  right  thing  to 
do.  The  beneficiaries  of  our  funds  are  greatly  concerned  about  this 
because  it  means  so  much  to  them,  yet  they  are  reluctant  in  saying 
so  lest  it  should  be  interpreted  as  showing  undue  zeal. 

Three  years  ago  we  were  proud  to  report  that  tert  congregations 
paid  their  apportionment  in  full.  Last  year  our  jOy  Was  greater  still 
\vhen  vve  reported  that  twe>ity-si5<  Came  up  to  the  minimum.  This 
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year's  report  shows  an  anti-climax  along  this  line.  Three  failed  this 
year  who  had  succeeded  last  year,  but  one  new  one,  Jerusalem  (Red 
church),  Grimsville  charge,  came  in,  making  the  number  twenty-four. 
On  'the  other  hand  St.  John's,  Allentown,  overpaid  their  amount  by 
Three  Hundred  Dollars.  This  starts  a  movement  we  had  hoped  and 
prayed  for  for  many  years.  Other  congregations  have  overpaid,  but 
in  much  smaller  amounts,  as  the  statement  shows.  Let  it  not  be  for- 
gotten however  that  these  smaller  amounts  are  greatly  appreciated. 
They  range  from  twenty-nine  cents  to  fifty-one  dollars  and  forty-two 
cents,  totalling  at  $63.69,  which,  with  St.  John's  $300  amounts  to 
$363.69  from  congregations  who  did  not  stop  point  blank  at  the  mini- 
mum. 

I  am  pained  to  report  that  the  Fleetwood  charge,  consisting  of  the 
Mertztown,  Trexlertown  and  Maiden  Creek  congregations  have  again 
failed  to  pay  anything  at  all  on  their  apportionment.  This  charge  had 
a  combined  membership  of  684  when  statistics  were  last  obtainable 
and  would  therefore  represent  an  apportionment  of  $1453.  The  help 
of  these  members  in  raising  our  full  quota  would  mean  a  great  deal. 
We  hope  and  pray  that  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the 
pastor  and  members  of  this  charge  will  realize  what  unspeakable  joy 
and  untold  blessings  they  are  missing  by  withholding  from  God  that 
which  we  believe  they  owe  to  Him. 

The  total  receipts  for  this  year  amounted  to  $38,322.03.  Of  the 
$51,547,  the  amount  expected  of  us,  only  about  74%%  was  raised.  This 
means  that  our  Boards,  Institutions,  etc.,  must  go  into  debt  to  the 
amount  of  $13,224.97,  our  arrearage.  Our  increase  over  last  year  was 
$3,203.26,  but  last  year  we  gained  $9,078.63  over  the  previous  year. 
This  year's  gain  was  not  commensurate  with  that  of  the  last  two 
years.

Dear  Brethren: 

Your  Trustees,  elected  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Classis,  held  in 
the  St.  John's  Union  Church,  Mahoning  Valley,  Carbon  County,  Pa., 
June  7-9,  1920,  viz..  Revs.  J.  P.  Bachman,  R.  M.  Kern,  D.  E.  Schaeffer, 
and  Elders  Charles  L.  Hottenstein  and  David  A.  Miller,  met  for  organ- 
ization at  the  home  of  the  Treasurer,  June  15,  1920,  at  7.30  P.  M.  Rev. 
J.  P.  Bachman  was  re-elected  President  and  Rev.  D.  E.  Schaeffer  was 
re-elected  Secretary.  The  Treasurer  of  Classis  is,  by  provision  of  the 
charter,  also  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Saturday,  May  31,  1921,  3  P.  M., 
at  the  residence  of  Rev.  R.  M.  Kern,  .531  Chew  Street,  the  account  of 
the  Treasurer  was  audited  and  found  correct.

Dear-  Fathers  and  Brethren : 

The  following  communications  came  into  the  hands  of  your  com- 
mittee for  consideration: 

The  annual  statement  from  each  of  the  Boards,  calling  attention  to 
their  detailed  reports,  presented  to  Eastern  Synod  last  fall  and  the 
one  presented  to  the  triennial  meeting  of  General  Synod.  Both  reports 
are  a  splendid  resume  of  the  great  work  of  these  two  bodies. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  perhaps  passed  thru  the  most 
crucial  period  in  its  history.  Never  before,  in  a  single  year,  did  it  cost 
so  much  in  life  and  money  to  do  the  work  on  the  Foreign  Field.  Yet, 


in  spite  of  it,  the  missionaries  are  going  forward  with  more  intense 
zeal  and  renewed  consecration.  Eleven  new  workers  were  commis- 
sioned and  went  forth  during  the  year.  Four  new  missionaries  are 
under  appointment  at  this  time.  Seven  missionaries  are  home  on  fur- 
lough. The  Board  also  suffers  the  almost  irreparable  loss  of  her  faith- 
ful servant,  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Reimert,  who  suffered  such  a  tragic  death 
June  13,  1920,  and  whose  place  has  not  yet  been  filled.  Mrs.  George  R. 
Snyder  also  died  during  the  year. 

The  Board  needs  several  Kindergarten  teachers,  women  for  evan- 
gelistic work  and  two  physician-surgeons  for  the  China  Mission. 

The  Home  Board  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  It  is  beginning  to 
do  work  on  a  lai'ge  scale.  There  are  now  790  Church  Building  Funds 
enrolled — an  increase  of  87  during  the  year.  The  total  value  of  these 
funds  is  over  half  a  million  dollars,  which  is  safely  invested.  The 
Board  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer,  who  served 
the  church  faithfully  in  this  capacity  for  34  years. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  committee  suggests  the  following  rec- 
ommendations : 

1.  That  we  show  our  approval  of  the  work  of  both  Boards  by  a 
hearty  and  sincere  co-operation  with  them  in  their  earnest  endeavors. 

2.  That  we  urge  the  payment  of  the  apportionment  in  full. 

3.  That  we  challenge  the  best  and  most  thoroughly  consecrated 
manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  church  to  respond  to  the  many  urgent 
calls  in  both  fields. 

4.  That  we  commend  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  A.  V.  Casselman,  and  urge  our  pas- 
tors to  send  delegates  to  the  CoUegeville  Conference,  etc.,  and  to  make 
use  of  all  missionary  literature  available  thru  this  department,  recom- 
mending especially  the  "Outlook  of  Missions,"  "The  World  Outlook," 
etc. 

.5.  That  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Days  be  observed  on  the 
days  regularly  designated  by  the  church. 

C.  That  we  encourage  the  raising  of  Church  Building  Funds  and 
Chapel  Funds,  also  the  cause  of  North  Japan  College,  and  of  Hunan, 
China. 
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7.  That  we  recognize  the  benefits  accruing  to  the  Classis  thru 
the  Forward  Movement  and  a.s'k  all  our  congregations  to  continue  the 
work  until  the  task  is  completed. 

8.  That  we  commend  the  Commission  of  Evangelism  and  its  evan- 
gelist, the  Rev.  Dr.  Rufus  C.  Zartman.

VIII.    Publications  and  Sunday  Schools. 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  committee  received  the  following  docu- 
ments: The  Report  of  the  Publication  and  Sundaj'  School  Board  of  the 
deneral  Synod  to  the  Classes  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States;  items  S,  10,  11  and  12  of  the  Report  of  Standing  Committee  on 
Publication  and  Sunday  School  of  General  Synod;  and  items  2,  4  and 
6  of  the  Report  of  Eastern  Synod  on  Publication  and  Sunday  School. 

From  the  matter  referred  to  the  committee,  we  gather  very  grati- 
fying facts.  The  Publication  and  Sunday  School  work  of  the  church  is 
truly  in  a  most  promising  way.  The  efforts  that  are  put  forth  in 
building  up  a  powerful  means  in  the  church  for  the  improvement  of 
member  of  the  church  are  to  be  highly  commended. 

Religious  Education,  so  sorely  needed,  is  coming  to  its  own.  We 
should  be  very  grateful  for  any  effort  that  is  put  forth  to  improve  the 
home  life  of  our  people,  bring  them  in  closer  touch  with  God's  truth, 
and  enrich  their  lives  by  the  things  that  are  eternal.  The  congrega- 
tions are  asked  to  institute  Church  Week  Day  Schools  and  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools;  to  observe  Children's  Day  and  receive  an  offering 
towards  the  work;  the  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  10c.  per  member 
apportionment. 

Evangelism  is  held  up  as  the  means  by  which  our  people  will  be- 
come more  definitely  in  touch  with  Christ,  and  thus  become  enriched 
with  the  truths  that  make  for  a  higher  and  better  life.  The  Board  de- 
sires a  closer  relation  and  co-operation  between  itself  and  the  County 
Associations.  The  Society  of  Andrew  and  Philip  is  recommended  as  a 
worthy  organization  very  appropriate  to  the  campaign  of  evangelism. 
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The  report  is  very  hopeful  throughout.  There  is  one  sad  note 
which  we  should  all  take  to  heart.  The  Inter-church  Survey  showed 
that  more  than  one-half  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  America  are  not 
enrolled  in  any  Sunday  School.  Less  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  those  en- 
rolled in  our  Sunday  schools  actually  attend. 

The  Sunday  School's  Statistical  Report  shows  that  in  Lehigh 
Classis  there  was  a  gain  in  Sunday  School  membership  of  this  year 
over  last  year  of  6717  members. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  report,  your  committee  would 
recommend  to  this  body  the  following: 

1.  That  we  as  a  Classis  ai'e  profoundly  grateful  to  God  for  giving 
us  an  effective  leadership,  and  for  blessing  us  with  such  encouraging 
results. 

2.  That  we  commend  the  Church  Week  Day  Schools  and  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  as  exceptional  means  for  a  wider  and  larger 
knowledge  of  the  truths  essential  to  life,  and  recommend  that  congre- 
gations consider  the  institution  of  these  schools  very  seriously  and 
wherever  possible  introduce  them. 

3.  That  we  recommend  the  observance  of  Children's  Day  and 
Rally  Day,  and  urge  our  Sunday  Schools  to  give  a  free-will  offering  for 
this  cause. 

4.  That  we  recommend  the  co-operation  of  your  committee  with 
the  Board  of  our  Church  and  the  County  Sunday  School  Association 
as  a  means  towards  more  efficient  work  along  religious  educational 
lines. 

5.  That  in  case  the  community  should  decide  to  hold  institutes 
throughout  the  Classis  during  the  year,  all  necessary  expenses  to  be 
paid  by  the  Classis. 

The  term  of  your  chairman  expires  with  this  session.

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IX.    Our  Young  People's  Societies. 

To  the  members  of  Lehigh  Classis: 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren : 

No  communications  of  any  kind  whatever  have  been  referred  to 
your  committee.  From  a  report  sent  to  the  chairman  as  a  member 
of  Synod's  Committee,  we  gleam  that  Miss  Catharine  A.  Miller  is  doing 
the  work  largely  that  Mr.  Hoover  was  expected  to  do.  The  report 
states  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  put  the  Young  People's  Work  on 
a  good  footing.  Their  efforts  thus  far  have  been  confined  largely  to 
a  study  of  the  field. 

Your  committee  has  studied  the  statistical  table  with  interest.  It 
reveals  the  following:  Membership  (active)  2706,  associate  .546,  or  a 
total  of  3252.  This  is  almost  double  last  year's  reported  membership. 
This  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  explanatory  notes  at  the  head  of 
the  blank  which  do  not  explain.  It  calls  for  organized  classes  of 
Young  People's  Division,  ages  12-24.  This  might  mean  Sunday  School 
classes,  yet  only  one  such  class  was  reported.  Missionary  Societies 
(with  age  limits  12-24).    We  feel  sure  senior  societies  were  reported. 

It  calls  for  Men's  Organizations  and  Usher's  Leagues,  which  in  our 
judgment  may  or  may  not  properly  belong  to  young  people's  societies. 
This  explanatory  note  should  be  clarified  so  as  to  avoid  deceiving  our- 
selves. 

In  our  humble  judgment,  of  the  50  societies  reported,  only  33  prop- 
erl  belong  to  the  Young  People's  Department. 

In  the  50  societies  reported  there  are  9  Senior,  2  Intermediate  and 
5  Junior  C.  E.  societies,  thus  giving  Christian  Endeavor  the  lead,  hav- 
ing a  total  of  16  societies.  There  are  twenty-four  different  names  for 
our  50  organizations  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  Lehigh  Classis.  Quite 
a  variety.  They  are  as  follows:  Junior,  Intermediate  and  Senior, 
Christian  Endeavor,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Mission  Band,  Young 
People's  Society  of  Christian  Fellowship,  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and 
Phillip,  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Circle,  Heidel- 
berg League,  Jr.  Heidelberg  League,  Young  People's  Society,  Young 
People's  Educational  Society,  Young  People's  Guild,  Heidelberg,  Teach- 
er Training  Class,  Ladies  Aid,  Misionary  Society  (Sr.),  Men's  Society, 
Men's  Club,  Ushers'  League  (Sr.),  Young  People's  Bible  Class. 

We  believe  that  the  seven  last  named  representing  17  organiza- 
tions, do  not  properly  belong  to  our  Young  People's  Department,  as  pop- 
ularly understood  and  should  not  be  asked  for  by  the  blank.  We  are 
simply  deceiving  ourselves. 

On  the  whole  with  few  splendid  exceptions,  the  societies  do  not 
seem  to  have  done  so  very  much.  The  memberships  are  small.  The 
largest  C.  E.  is  71  active  members.    There  are  larger  mixed  societies. 
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They  contributed  $697  to  home  and  foreign  missions,  $113  to  Young 
People's  work,  $G00  to  otlier  benevolence,  $2176  to  the  local  society  or 
a  total  of  $3586,  as  over  against  $2729  of  last  year,  with  a  membership 
of  about  one  half  as  large. 

The  committee  observes  that  there  is  tremendous  room  for  im- 
provement. There  is  an  immense  opportunity  here  which  we  must  take 
advantage  of. 

There  should  be  a  Young  People's  Society  in  every  congregation. 
If  you  have  not  organized,  it  may  be  well  to  choose  a  name  from  the 
long  list  given  and  thus  prevent  this  list  from  growing. 

We  believe  that  a  Classical  Rally  or  conference  in  the  interest  of 
the  young  people  might  prove  of  great  value.

X.    Report  of  Committee  on  Benevolent  Institutions.  ' 

To  the  Reverend  Classis  of  Lehigh: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Committee  on  Benevolent  Institutions  re- 
ports that  the  following  institutions  were  Ijrought  to  their  attention: 
Bethany  Orphans  Home,  Phoebe  Deaconess  and  Old  Folks  Home  and 
the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

In  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  there  are  at  present  206  children,  the 
largest  number  that  has  ever  been  in  the  Home.  During  the  past  year 
the  Dietrich  Cottage,  for  the  use  of  the  older  boys,  was  dedicated.  A 
number  of  the  children  had  a  mild  form  of  influenza;  one  little  boy  died 
in  the  Reading  Hospital  and  another  is  seriously  ill  now  in  the  same 
institution.  The  last  Christmas  offerings  were  far  beyond  those  of  any 
former  years. 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  recommenda- 
tions for  your  consideration: 
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1.  That  we  devoutly  acknowledge  the  blessings  of  the  Father  of 
the  fatherless,  so  richly  showered  upon  Bethany  Orphans'  Home. 

2.  That  we  record  our  high  appreciation  of  the  faithful  work  of 
Supt.  W.  F.  More  and  of  the  self-denying  interest  and  work  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

3.  That  we  again  earnestly  urge  all  the  charges  of  our  Classis  to 
liberally  remember  the  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  with  their  offerings 
during  the  present  year. 

4.  That  pastors  and  people  be  urged  to  visit  the  Home  not  only 
on  Anniversary  Day,  but  also  at  other  times  during  the  year. 

The  Phoebe  Deaconess  and  Old  Folks  Home  is  at  present  caring 
for  thirty  aged  people,  which  is  the  capacity  of  the  Home.  Four  of  the 
old  folks  departed  this  life  during  the  past  classical  year.  Besides 
keeping  the  property  in  good  repair,  two  fire  escapes  were  built,  at  a 
cost  of  $1400.00.  A  number  of  bequests  and  gifts,  besides  donations 
of  various  kinds,  have  been  made  to  the  Home.  Four  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
Chapters  were  organized  during  the  year  and  the  corporation  member- 
ship list  was  greatly  enlarged.  The  demand  for  parish  deaconesses 
is  growing  and  the  prospects  for  a  good  sized  Deaconess  Training  Class 
are  very  bright.    Donation  Day  of  1921  will  be  observed  on  June  16th. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  committee  recommends  the  following 
for  your  adoption: 

1.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  splendid  work  of  the  Home  as  conducted 
by  the  Supt.  F.  H.  Moyer  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  That  we  urge  our  pastor  and  people  to  visit  the  Home  on  the 
annual  Donation  Day  and  at  other  times  and  to  support  the  Home  by 
their  offerings  and  donations. 

3.  That  the  pastors  and  elders  of  this  Classis  make  an  earnest 
effort  to  secure  as  many  corporation  and  life  memberships  as  possible. 

4.  That  Classis  refers  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
caused  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  Rev.  J.  O.  Oswald,  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

5.  That  Classis  assumes  its  portion  of  interest  on  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness, the  amount  being  $380  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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6.  That  we  urge  our  pastors  and  elders  to  put  forth  renewed 
efforts  to  interest  young  women  in  their  congregations  to  enter  the 
Deaconess  Training  School. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  gave  aid  to  46  ministers  and  SO  widows  of  ministers 
during  the  past  year.  The  Board  hopes  for  larger  support,  that  they 
may  provide  properly  for  those  who  have  given  their  lives  to  the 
Church  and  asks  that  15  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  for  this 
work. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  for  your  consideration: 

1.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  wide  and  beneficent  work  done  by  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Relief,  for  the  faithful  and  worthy  aged  ministers 
and  their  widows. 

2.  That  we  urge  our  pastors  at  some  suitable  time  to  present  the 
subject  of  Ministerial  Relief  and  Sustentation  to  our  people. 

3.  That  we  apportion  l.'j  cents  per  member  for  Ministerial  Relief 
as  directed  by  General  Synod.

XII.    Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Brethren: — With  inexpressible  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father,  for  His  guidance  and  tangible  blessings,  the  charges  and  pas- 
tors of  Classis  sing  praises  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  As  long 
as  this  consciousness  is  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  brethren,  we  can 
look  forward  with  hope  for  endless  growth  and  results,  and  backward 
with  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

As  chairman  of  your  committee,  under  the  new  ruling  that  paro- 
chial reports  be  read  before  the  annual  meeting  of  Classis.  allow  me 
to  say  that  this  was  a  great  pleasure  to  read  so  many  epistles  of  the 
modern  acts  of  the  Apostles.  Some  of  these  were  read  several  times 
to  make  sure  that  their  contents  were  properly  comprehended,  and 
notes  of  special  features  were  taken. 

Perhaps  some  of  these  remarks  are  made  unnecessarily,  that  the 
parochial  reports  will  be  read,  if  not,  they  still  are  in  place. 

Some  pastors  are  modest  apparently,  and  therefore  unnecessarily 
brief.  Their  statistics  are  better  than  a  polished  epistle,  but  they  err 
in  one  respect,  that  they  fail  to  see  how  much  others  are  inspired  by 
their  plans  and  labors  and  accomplishments.  Not  a  few,  it  seems,  re- 
gard parochial  reports  as  something  perfunctory,  and  therefore  their 
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reports  are  a  meaningless  scrawl  of  generalisms,  that  benefit  and  In- 
spire nobody.  A  third  class,  and  these  are  in  the  majority,  have  paro- 
chial reports  that  are  neat,  classic,  newsy,  inspiring.  For  all  of  these 
reasons,  your  chairman  is  of  the  opinion,  that  Lehigh  Classis  should 
change  its  custom  and  read  the  parochial  reports.  The  chief  inspira- 
tion of  the  meeting  of  Classis  is  lost,  by  not  reading  them.  It  would 
pay  Classis  in  every  conceivable  way  to  prolong  the  sessions  for  this 
purpose,  and  if  our  Classis  is  too  large,  divide  it,  so  that  this  can  be- 
come a  possibility. 

There  are  so  many  items  that  should  be  mentioned  here,  and  only 
a  few  can  be  referred  to. 

In  spite  of  the  'backwash  of  the  war,'  as  one  brother  puts  it, 
church  attendance,  in  most  churches  is  on  the  increase.  Peace,  har- 
mony and  cooperation  are  the  predominant  notes  in  every  report. 

Many  congregations  report  improvements  to  their  church  proper- 
ties. The  financial  status  of  all  the  charges  has  improved  immensely, 
in  spite  of  the  industrial  depression  that  rests  on  our  nation. 

The  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  are  giving  Classis,  by 
the  Bulletins  that  are  issued,  a  monthly  picture  of  the  'state  of  the 
church'  and  have  created  a  real  revival  on  the  question  of  raising  the 
full  apportionment.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  26  out  of  66  congrega- 
tions have  paid  in  full  this  year.  Congregations  like  the  Jerusalem 
of  the  Grimsville  charge,  St.  Peter  and  Ben  Salem  of  the  Mahoning 
charge,  and  Cedarville,  of  the  Jordan  charge,  ought  to  create  a  health- 
ful spirit  of  envy  in  charges  and  congregations  that  missed  the  mark. 

It  is  fitting  however  to  commend  congregations  that  have  not  paid 
in  full  but  have  made  vast  increases  over  former  years.  We  believe 
these  need  encouragement.  What  is  most  commendable  of  all  is,  that 
a  congregation  like  St.  John's,  of  AUentown,  overpaid  by  $300.00.  This 
sets  a  new  pace  of  perfection. 

Several  pastors  report  substantial  salary  increases.  The  Commit- 
tee on  Minimum  Salary  rendered  valuable  aid,  when  requested  to  do 
so. 

A  number  of  congregations  got  the  new  hymnal,  which  surely  must 
be  en  epoch  to  any  band  of  worshippers. 
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Quite  a  number  of  charges  report  more  losses  than  gains.  The 
membership  of  Lehigh  Classis  this  year  is  23,845 — a  net  gain  of  270 
members. 

Several  charges  paid  their  annual  quota  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment, and  alongside  report  large  offerings  for  extra  benevolence,  in- 
cluding the  full  apportionment. 

Rev.  Joseph  P.  Bachman  and  his  loyal  people  deserve  congratula- 
tions for  the  handsome  churchly  structure  that  is  rapidly  being  com- 
pleted. 

Ebenezer  Church,  New  Tripoli,  got  a  new  2500  lb.  bell,  dedicated 
on  May  16th.    Rev.  J.  O.  Oswald  preached  appropriate  sermons. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Deatrick  deplores  the  fact  that  he  was  kept  out  of  the 
active  pastorate,  but  feels  justly  proud  that  he  influenced  many  young 
men  to  enter  the  ministry. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Rothermel,  principal  of  the  K.  S.  N.  S.,  Kutztown,  gives 
us  a  timely  warning,  when  he  reports  that  it  is  more  difficult  to  interest 
young  people  in  religious  activities,  than  it  was  twenty  years  ago, 
when  he  became  principal,  or  even  five  years  ago. 

All  the  charges  that  cannot  report  anything  extraordinary,  are  to 
be  commended  for  holding  their  own,  for  following  the  faithful  routine 
of  spiritual  ministrations  which  are  bound  to  bear  fruit  eventually,  and 
for  the  unconquerable  optimism  that  breathes  thru  all  their  efforts. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Appel,  of  Hamburg,  lost  his  faithful  helpmeet  during 
the  year,  when  she  joined  the  cloud  of  witnesses.  Our  sympathy  is 
extended  to  this  venerable  father. 

P.  S.  No  reports  from  Rev.  M.  H.  Brensinger,  and  not  a  cent  of 
apportionment  from  his  charge. 

The  grim  reaper  deprived  many  congregations  of  some  of  their 
best  members,  and  his  deep  gashes  into  the  membership,  account  for 
many  of  our  losses.  We  lost  no  ministers  by  death  or  dismissal  to 
other  fields  of  labor  this  year.  A  few  brethren  were  laid  on  beds  of 
sickness,  but  found  out  by  practical  experience,  how  great  was  the 
devotion  of  their  flock  in  times  of  sorrow  and  pain. 
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All  in  all,  we  feel  that  our  people  are  making  and  have  made  a 
new  valuation  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  that  is  coming,  and  has  come, 
in  our  midst  and  in  the  world  as  never  before. 

Unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own 
blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  His  Father; 
to  him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

XIII.    On  Finance.

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REPORT  OP  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  FORWARD  MOVEMENT. 

Allentown,  Pa.,  June  6,  1921. 

To  the  members  of  Lehigh  Classis: 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Forward  Movement  of  the  Reformed  Church  will  stand  out  as 
the  greatest  achievement  in  the  history  of  the  church  since  the  days 
of  the  Reformation.  The  movement  aimed  at  permanent  growth  and 
development.  It  sought  to  educate  and  to  apply  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  to 
the  very  roots  of  the  tree.  It  did  not  succeed  everywhere,  nor  to  the 
extent  that  the  most  optimistic  had  hoped  and  prayed,  but  it  undoubt- 
edly stirred  the  inner  life  of  the  church  to  depths  hitherto  unknown. 
The  wonderful,  most  unheard  of,  hitherto  undreamt  of  subscriptions 
of  millions  should  be  regarded  as  some  evidence  that  the  heart  of  the 
believer  has  been  touched,  this  is  doubly  true  in  as  much  as  the 
"friendly  citizen"  proved  himself  "non  est"  and  left  it  to  the  real  child 
of  God  to  lay  the  gift,  whatever  it  be,  upon  the  altar  of  the  church. 

One  Million,  Ninety-Eight  Thousand,  One  Hundred  Forty-Nine  Dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  have  been  paid  over  practically  during  the  first  of 
the  Ave  year  period.  It  is  an  enormous  sum  of  money  when  we  remem- 
ber in  what  small  amounts  we  did  business  in  days  gone  by.  It  is  some- 
thing of  which  we  may  all  feel  justly  proud. 

So  far  as  our  own  immediate  Classis  is  concerned,  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  make  very  much  of  a  report.  I  have  received  no  statement 
recently  indicating  that  any  of  our  congregations  have  put  on  the 
canvass  or  that  any  followed  up  or  completed  the  canvass  previously 
made.  I  have  no  facts  to  indicate  that  the  congregations  have  paid  the 
first  year's  subscriptions  due  since  April.  We  presume  from  this  that 
the  financial  end  has  become  a  matter  between  the  congregational 
treasurer  of  the  Forward  Movement  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Forward 
Movement  Mr.  Paisley  at  15th  and  Race  Sts.,  Philadelphia.  Of  this 
we  are  absolutely  sure,  namely,  that  all  subscriptions  are  to  be  paid 
promptly  and  that  all  monies  are  to  be  transmitted  at  once  by  the  local 
to  the  general  treasurer  and  that  none  is  to  lie  idle  anywhere. 

The  ministerial  Reatreat  suggested  by  the  Spiritual  Resource  De- 
partment was  held  in  February  and  was  very  well  represented.  We 
believe  that  everybody  thoroughly  enjoyed  it  and  that  all  were  greatly 
benefitted  thereby. 
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Every  effort  should  be  made  to  benefit  by  the  splendid  suggestions, 
ideas  and  ideals  that  were  propagated  when  the  Movement  was  at  its 
height.  We  received  so  much  at  the  time  that  it  was  really  impos- 
sible for  us  to  digest  and  appropriate  it  all.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the 
movement  that  it  should  prove  a  help  and  inspiration  to  the  whole 
church  for  years  to  come;  it  surely  lies  within  the  province  of  the 
minister  and  his  active  lay  helpers  to  make  much  of  its  teachings  ef- 
fective and  helpful  today.  '  . 

The  Campaign  Director  suggests  that  each  Classis  appoint  a  com- 
mittee from  five  to  ten  members,  in  which  the  very  best  of  the  County 
and  Classical  organization  is  to  be  conserved.  Or  he  suggests  if  advis- 
able, the  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  may  be  enlarged  so 
as  to  include  this  work. 

This  committee  shall  be  "authorized  and  charged"  to  study  the 
situation  within  the  classis  and  carry  on  the  conservation  and  comple- 
tion of  the  campaign  in  such  ways  as  may  be  deemed  best. 

The  chairman  of  the  classical  committee  shall  make  a  quarterly 
report  to  the  Synodical  Chairman  and  to  headquarters.

REPORT  OP  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ADULT  BIBLE  CLASSES 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — Your  Superintendent  of  the  Adult 
Bible  Class  Division  of  Sunday  Schools,  begs  to  report  on  the  work  of 
this  Division  as  follows: 

The  total  number  of  Adult  Bible  Classes  is  163,  in  107  Sunday 
Schools  within  the  bounds  of  Lehigh  Classis.  122  Classes  are  organ- 
ized. About  41  schools  are  not  listed  as  having  organized  classes.  33 
Classes  are  registered  in  the  International  Sunday  School  Association. 

From  the  last  statistical  reports  some  interesting  facts  are  brought 
to  our  attention  and  challenges  our  strongest  efforts  to  improve  the 
situation,  with  reference  to  the  same. 
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The  total  communicant  membership  of  our  Classis  numbers  23,575, 
deducting  from  this  number  an  approximate  estimate  belonging  to  the 
Y.  P.  Division  of  about  2,947,  leaves  20,628  members  of  Adult  ages  of 
24  years  and  over.  Of  this  number  the  statistics  show  7,269  enrolled  in 
the  Adult  division,  together  vv^ith  1,646  in  the  Home  Department,  or  a 
total  of  8,915,  revealing  the  fact  that  the  difference  between  20,628 
members  on  the  church  rolls  of  adult  age  and  8915  members  listed  on 
the  records  of  the  Sunday  Schools,  leaves  a  total  of  11,713  adult  church 
members  not  members  of  the  Sunday  Schools. 

We  would  recommend  that  every  Sunday  School  within  the  bounds 
of  Lehigh  Classis  will  obtain  the  names  of  all  its  church  members  who 
are  not  enrolled  as  members  of  the  Sunday  School  and  wage  a  cam- 
paign for  membership  with  the  slogan,  "Every  Member  of  the  Church 
a  Member  of  the  Sunday  School,"  making  an  effort  at  the  same  time  to 
reach  the  unchurched  in  their  respective  communities. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  every  attention  be  given  to  the 
proper  creating  of  departments  for  the  Adult  Division,  the  formation 
of  distinctive  Men's  Bible  Classes  as  well  as  Women's  Classes,  wher- 
ever conditions  will  warrant  same. 

We  would  further  recommend  a  change  on  the  statistical  report 
blanks,  showing  the  division  of  the  Sunday  School  according  to  the 
adopted  form  of  our  Sunday  School  Board,  viz.: 

Children's  Div. ;  Cradle  Roll,  Beg.,  Prim.,  Junior;  Y.  P.  Div.,  Inter- 
mediate, Senior  Teacher  Training  and  Advanced  Y.  P.;  Adult  Bible 
Class  Div.,  Men's,  Women's,  Mixed,  Home  Dept.,  etc. 

The  Sunday  Schools  are  fast  becoming  recognized  as  the  power- 
ful agency  through  which  the  life  of  the  future  citizenship  of  the 
nation  will  be  moulded.  A  task  that  seems  gigantic,  with  none  other 
to  equal  it  in  importance.  If  we  can  fully  realize  the  great  need  de- 
pending upon  the  Sunday  Schools  of  our  generation,  we  will  be  con- 
vinced that  the  adult  membership  of  our  Christian  churches  have  a 
very  important  part  to  perform  in  this  great  movement  which  is 
sweeping  over  the  nation  today.

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  humble  servant  followed  the  instructions 
of  Rev.  C.  A.  Hauser,  D.D.,  Educational  Superintendent  of  the  Publica- 
tion and  Sunday  School  Board,  Literature  on  Teacher  Training,  Week 
Day  Religious  Education  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School,  has  been 
sent  by  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Board  to  the  pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents  of 
Lehigh  Classis. 

To  gather  a  report  for  your  body  the  Teachers  Training  Superin- 
tendent of  Lehigh  Classis  mailed  a  "Teacher  Training  Statistical  Blank 
for  the  local  school"  to  each  Superintendent  of  the  94  Sunday  Schools 
of  this  Classis.  Only  17  out  of  94  superintendents  returned  their  cards 
filled  out  either  in  part  or  in  whole,  and  these  17  cards  give  us  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Teachers — Number  Teachers  in  School,  180;  Holding  T.  T.  Diplo- 
mas: First  Standard  Course,  76;  Advanced  Standard  Course,  53;  New 
Standard  Course,  11. 

Number  Teacher  Training  Classes — First  Standard  Course,  9;  New 
Standard  Course,  1;  Enrolled  with  B'd  or  State  Assoc..  3;  Meeting  Dur- 
ings  S.  S.  Session,  3. 

Numbers  T.  T.  Students  at  Present — First  Standard  Course,  85; 
New  Standard  Course,  5;  Meetings  during  S.  S.  Session.  3. 

No.  Graduates  Since  Last  Meeting  of  Classis — Total,  12;  First 
Standard  Course,  11;  Advanced  Stahdard  Course.  1. 

Miscellaneous — Do  you  have  a  T.  T.  Department?  4;  Have  you  ever 
tried  to  introduce  T.  T.?  4;  Do  you  expect  to  introduce  T.  T.  in  6 
months?  4. 

Brethren,  is  it  possible  that  the  interest  in  Teacher  Training  is 
decreasing  in  our  Classis?  Or,  on  the  other  hand  is  there  a  larger 
activity  in  the  preparation  of  efficient  teachers  in  religious  instruction, 
but  not  reported  to  this  body?    Which  may  be  possible? 

Your  superintendent  feels  that  the  literature  pertaining  to  the 
preparation  of  more  efficient  teachers,  is  so  often  side-tracked,  i.  e. 
through  the  election  of  other  superintendents  these  communications 
are  not  handed  to  the  proper  person. 
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Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Work  is  gripping  the  church.  Week 
Day  Religious  Education  is  also  upon  us.  These  religious  activities 
need  a  higher  type  of  trained  teachers. 

Your  superintendent  recommends  for  your  consideration — 

1.  That  each  Sunday  School  appoints  a  Teacher  Training  Super- 
intendent, and  that  the  name  of  this  superintendent  is  to  be  sent  to 
the  Teacher  Training  Superintendent  of  Classis. 

2.  That  each  pastor  is  most  earnestly  requested  to  keep  an  inter- 
esting eye  on  the  training  of  efficient  teachers. 

3.  That  each  Teacher  Training  class  enrolls  with  our  Publication 
and  Sunday  School  Board. 

4.  That  the  new  standard  course  he  introduced  wherever  possible. 
My  expenses  were  $2.25.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 
Dear  Fathers  and  brethren: 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
Inasmuch  as  the  program  of  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Resources 
of  the  Forward  Movement  had  been  submitted  to  and  generally  accept- 
ed by  the  Pastors  and  Churches  in  our  Classis,  each  one  seeking  to 
work  out  the  same  as  they  found  it  more  practical,  your  Committee 
did  not  feel  the  need  of  further  urge  or  direction  on  our  part.  There 
are  many  suggestions  which  we  had  in  mind,  but  we  yielded  to  the 
leadership  of  our  Forward  Movement  Committee,  which  continues  to 
function  along  these  lines.  However,  because  of  the  importance  of 
this  branch  of  Kingdom  work,  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life,  the 
getting  and  keeping  of  members,  the  strengthening  and  expansion  of 
the  Kingdom,  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  reverend  body:  . 

1.  That  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  urged  to  keep  the  subject  of 
Evangelism  upon  their  mind  and  heart,  giving  to  it  their  best  thought 
and  counsel,  making  it  an  item  of  business  at  their  regular  sessions 
and  keeping  in  touch  with  the  work  of  Evangelism  as  carried  on  in 
our  Church  and  in  all  Christian  churches  at  this  time. 
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2.  That  the  Consistory  of  every  charge  be  requested  to  work  out 
a  practical  program  for  every  Department  of  their  respective  church 
or  churches  and  challenge  the  best  men  and  minds  to  accept  responsi- 
bility and  leadership  for  putting  these  plans,  suited  to  local  adjustment, 
into  operation. 

3.  That  we  begin  early  in  the  Classical  year,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  meeting  of  Classis  to  make  a  survey  of  our  local  church  and 
community  with  the  purpose  of  winning  the  unchurched  and  indiffer- 
ent to  a  definite  acceptance  of  Christ  and  Christianity,  and  an  active 
participation  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  not  only  in  our  denom- 
ination but  in  the  community  of  which  they  form  a  part. 

4.  That  early  after  the  meeting  of  Classis  each  Consistory  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  canvassing  the  members  of  the  Church  for 
the  purpose  of  inspiring  them  to  consistent  Christian  life,  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  Christianity  in  their  home  and  business  and 
social  relationships,  a  better  church  attendance,  daily  Bible  readings 
and  prayer,  the  formation  of  Bible  study  courses  and  classes  and  a 
more  actual  and  active  participation  in  the  real  spiritual  work  and 
program  of  the  church. 

5.  That  every  Pastor  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  Classis 
be  reqeusted  to  devote  a  service  to  a  report  on  the  business  of  Classis 
and  present  to  his  people  those  items  which  have  to  do  with  the  spirit- 
ual life  and  enlargement  of  our  people,  emphasizing  the  principle  that 
we  are  SAVED  TO  SERVE,  each  member  being  challenged  to  perform 
a  definite  piece  of  work  for  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  the  winning  of 
the  world  to  Christ. 

6.  That  through  the  Pastors  and  Consistories  we  urge  our  mem- 
bers to  place  Christian  literature  in  their  homes  and  before  their 
children.  We  recommend  especially  the  literature  provided  by  our 
own  Church  and  Publication  Board,  such  as  the  Reformed  Church  Mes- 
senger, Outlook  of  Missions,  etc.,  which  should  be  in  EVERY  HOME! 

7.  That  we  rejoice  at  the  selection  of  Rev.  Dr.  Rufus  Zartman  as 
Synodical  Evangelist  and  request  our  Pastors  and  Consistories  to  en- 
list his  services  and  to  make  arrangements  either  by  personal  cor- 
respondence or  through  your  committee  for  an  evangelistic  campaign 
in  every  church  throughout  the  year. 
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8.  That  the  Committee  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  keeping  the 
matter  of  Evangelism  before  our  churches  and  employ  such  means  and 
methods  as  have  received  sanction  and  endorsement  on  the  part  of  our 
Church  and  Classis. 

9.  That  every  minister  and  delegate  elder  be  urged  to  attend  the 
communion  services  at  the  opening  of  Classis.

REPORT  OP  THE  MISSIONARY  AND  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

OP  LEHIGH  CLASSIS,  1921. 

To  the  Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Our  pleasure  is  not  unalloyed  as  we  give  ourselves  to  the  task  of 
reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  and  preparing  and  presenting  the  re- 
ports and  results  of  it  to  your  honorable  body.  Instead  of  being  elated 
rather  are  we  humbled  in  the  sight  of  men  and  of  our  entire  Reformed 
Church  by  the  fact  that  we  have  made  little  or  no  progress  and  that 
many  of  our  fondest  hopes  for  the  realization  of  which  we  had  planned 
and  for  which  we  have  toiled  and  prayed  have  failed  of  realization.  In- 
stead of  moving  up  a  few  notches  in  the  column  of  Classes  we  have 
remained  static  and  that  only  because  one  other  has  shared  our  frailty 
with  us. 

It  may  be  that  our  present  attitude. is  just  what  we  need  in  order, 
as  we  present  the  lamentable  results  of  a  year's  earnest  work,  that  we 
learn  that  our  sufficiency  is  not  of  self  but  of  God.  Possibly  we  have 
yet  been  leaning  too  heavily  upon  our  own  staff  and  considered  our 
resourcefulness  the  largest  measure  of  efficiency;  possibly  too  we  have 
never  yet  had  a  spiritual  awakening  .serious  enough  to  make  us  loathe 
the  failures  that  cripple  our  missionary  and  benevolent  work  and  to 
make  us  long  for  that  power  and  strength,  which  lies  in  us  in  latent 
form  and  which  when  developed  and  applied  could  win  a  great  part 
of  the  universe  for  Christ  and  Christianity.  It  may  be  that  if  we  cry 
out  of  the  depths  unto  God,  as  did  the  saints  of  all  ages,  that  within 
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us  we  may  rise  to  the  highest  spiritual  heights  and  attain  unto  and 
achieve  great  things  in  the  Kingdom.  If  we  as  a  Classis  would  but  let 
the  power  of  God  fill  us  and  release  the  powers  which  we  possess  in 
so  rich  a  measure,  we  would  rise  up  in  our  sterngth  and  might  and  do 
a  mighty  work  for  the  Kingdom.  The  troublesome  thought  is  that  if 
we  fail  to  raise  the  apportionment  just  so  much  of  the  work  mapped 
out  by  the  Boards  and  agencies  of  the  Church  remains  undone — and 
that  in  a  day  when  the  Christian  people  the  world  over  should  strain 
themselves  to  claim  the  unoccupied  areas  for  God  and  His  Kingdom. 
This  is  not  a  time  to  shirk  our  duty  but  to  work  and  to  fulfill  it  to  the 
letter. 

Well  do  we  know  that  this  does  not  apply  to  all  churches  and  pos- 
sibly not  to  one  of  them  in  toto,  for  it  is  evident  that  the  most  strenu- 
ous and  serious  work  has  been  done  just  there  where  there  are  no 
great  accomplishments  and  results.  We  are  chiding  no  one,  we  are 
all  penitent.  But  we  are  all  resolved  too  this  year  to  let  the  conscious- 
ness of  our  failure  produce  a  spirit  of  enterprise,  such  as  we  have 
never  before  known  in  our  Classis,  known  and  esteemed  for  her  loyalty 
and  love  to  God  and  His  Church. 

We  commend  the  earnest  faithful  work  of  our  Pastors  and  laymen 
and  women,  who  have  in  many  instances  wrought  and  sacrificed  hero- 
ically to  attain  the  end  and  to  pay  100%  of  the  apportionment  this 
year.    Several  churches  (  ) 

have  been  added  to  the  number  of  those  who  have  raised  their  Appor- 
tionment in  full.  One  Church,  St.  John's,  Allentown,  even  overreach- 
ing its  mark  and  doing  what  would  soon  redeem  the  situation  if  it 
were  universally  practiced — overpaying  its  quota  by  $300.00.  This  is 
the  one  new  feature  in  our  work  of  the  year  and  should  well  act  as  a 
spur  to  greater  accomplishments  in  the  future. 

We  must  however  change  our  thinking  and  our  tactics.  Instead 
of  thinking  that  the  Apportionment  must  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
April  30th,  1922,  we  should  TODAY  begin  to  think  that  the  APPOR- 
TIONMENT IS  DUE  NOW,  MONTH  BY  MONTH.  If  we  let  that  sink 
in,  we  will  want  to  immediately  SET  ABOUT  TO  PLAN  HOW  TO 
RAISE  THE  APPORTIONMENT  IN  FULL  by  taking  the  first  oppor- 
tunity to  present  this  matter  to  our  people  and  to  have  them  BEGIN 
NOW  to  bring  their  offerings  and  their  gifts  for  God's  great  Kingdom 
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work.  We  need  to  have  a  MORE  ACUTE  CONSCIENCE  of  the  NEED 
OF  PAYING  THE  APPORTIONMENT  AS  A  SACRED  PLEDGE  TO 
GOD.  Not  from  the  left-overs  but  from  the  first  fruits  did  the  saints 
of  old  wave  and  bring  their  tributes  into  the  temple  of  Jehovah. 

We  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  as  a  Classis  we  thank  God  and  the  Pastors,  Consistories, 
and  members  of  our  Churches,  who  have  labored  with  conscientious 
care  to  raise  and  to  give  monies  for  the  Missionary  and  Benevolent 
work  of  our  Church,  thus  making  possible  a  great  work  in  the  King- 
dom. Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  splendid  services  ren- 
dered the  cause  by  the  Stereopticon  lecture  given  by  Rev.  Rupp  and 
Mr.  F.  M.  Berkemeyer  in  many  Churches.    Information  is  inspiration. 

2.  That  we  urge  upon  every  Pastor,  Consistory  and  Congregation 
to  co-operate  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  to  make  possible  the  PAY- 
MENT OF  THE  APPORTIONMENT  IN  FULL  IN  LEHIGH  CLASSIS 
for  the  year  1921-1922,  not  ceasing  their  labors  where  this  has  been  at- 
tained in  individual  congregations  and  not  relaxing  their  efforts  where 
the  difficulties  still  seem  insurmountable.  The  apportionment  must  be 
regarded  as  the  MINIMUM  and  not  as  the  MAXIMUM  contribution  to 
our  benevolent  work.  A  special  congregational  meeting  would  be  help- 
ful and  advisable. 

3.  That  we  urge  our  Pastors,  Consistories  and  congregations 
IMMEDIATELY  at  the  close  of  this  session  of  CLASSIS  to  confer  and 
to  inaugurate  the  work  of  the  raising  of  the  APPORTIONMENT  and 
to  pay  MONTH  BY  MONTH  in  order  that  our  work  may  not  be  halted 
and  interest  charges  may  not  heap  up  and  cripple  the  work  laid  out 
for  our  church  to  do  in  this  day  of  opportunity. 

4.  That  Classis  give  earnest  consideration  as  to  how  we  may 
improve  in  our  payment  of  the  apportionment  in  connection  with  this 
report.  The  discussion  should  be  general  and  the  compact  made  as  a 
result  of  it  BINDING  UPON  ALL,  whether  present  or  absent. 

5.  We  challenge  our  Consistories  and  Churches  to  take  up  the 
study  of  the  principles  of  Christian  stewardship,  the  formation  of 
stewardship  classes  in  smaller  and  larger  groups  amons  adults  and 
young  people  with  a  view  of  applying  the  principles  of  Christian  stew- 
ardship more  generally  in  church,  business  and  private  life.  A  three 
minute  presentation  of  the  principles  of  Christian  stewardship  by  com- 
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petent  laymen  in  the  Sunday  School  and  church  services  at  least  once 
a  month  will  help  keep  this  important  matter  before  the  people. 

6.  A  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  should  be  appointed 
in  every  congregation  and  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  culti- 
vating the  missionary  spirit  and  aiding  in  the  raising  of  the  apportion- 
ment in  the  Church. 

7.  That  we  open  the  way  for  the  delegations,  which  the  M.  &  S. 
Committee  send  out  into  the  Classis  and  make  possible  their  presenta- 
tion at  the  earliest  moment  and  to  the  greatest  number  of  our  people. 

8.  That  we  hold  a  special  meeting  of  Classis  in  fall  to  consider 
the  progress  made  in  the  raising  of  the  apportionment.  A  Conference 
with  separate  or  collective  groups  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  commit- 
tee at  any  time. 

9.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  suffering  from  lack  of 
personal  attention  and  pastoral  care  in  some  of  the  larger  and  extended 
charges  of  our  Classis,  which  care  cannot  be  given  by  our  loyal  Pastors 
even  with  the  most  sacrificial  service  which  thej^  are  performing,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  because  of  this  some  of  our  Church  cannot  be 
developed  to  their  greatest  strength  and  efficiency,  we  recommend  to 
Classis: 

a)  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  RECONSTRUCTING  SEVERAL 
CHARGES  IN  WHICH  THIS  CONDITION  OBTAINS. 

b)  THAT  IN  ORDER  TO  MAN  THESE  NEWLY  CONSTRUCTED 
FIEILDS  PROPERLY  AND  GIVE  TO  THE  RESPECTIVE  PASTORS 
A  LIVING  SALARY,  WE  PETITION  THE  BOARD  OF  HOME  MIS- 
SIONS TO  RENDER  TEMPORARY  SUPPORT  UNTIL  SUCH  TIME 
WHEN  THESE  CHURCHES  HAVE  BEEN  DEVELOPED  AND  CAN 
SUPPORT  THEIR  OWN  PASTOtlS.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HISTORIC  SOCIETY 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Historic  Society  work  would 
report  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  together  with  Prof.  W.  J. 
Hinke  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Stoudt,  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the  annual 
sessions  of  Classis  a  year  ago,  visited  a  number  of  churches  in  the 
western  part  of  Classis  in  search  of  old  church  records  and  docu- 
ments. It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  report  that  we  learned  of 
the  destruction  by  fire  within  recent  years  of  the  records  of  four  of  our 
churches,  namely:  the  records  of  the  Heidelberg  church  were  destroyed 
in  the  Breinig  and  Bachman  fire  in  AUentown;  the  New  Tripoli  records 
were  destroyed  in  a  fire  in  the  home  of  one  of  the  members;  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Ziegel's  church  were  destroyed  when  the  church  was  de- 
stroyed, and  the  Weisenberg  records  were  destroyed  in  the  same 
church,  when  they  had  been  taken  to  copy  the  Constitution. 

Our  efforts,  however,  were  not  fruitless.  Some  records  were  found 
in  churches  and  private  homes. 

The  original  agreement  between  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  con- 
gregations in  a  Union  Church  was  found  in  one  of  the  churches,  a  very 
interesting  document.  This  will  be  copied  and  the  original  paper  re- 
turned. 

We  urge  pastors  to  put  forth  special  efforts  to  secure  all  the  rec- 
ords possible  and  have  copies  made  of  the  same  and  the  original  copies 
be  placed  in  the  archives  of  the  Historic  Society  of  Synod. 

As  per  request  of  the  Synodic  Historic  Society,  we  recommend  that 
Classis  appoint  a  standing  committee  as  a  link  between  the  Classis 
and  the  Society,  in  a  co-operating  effort.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ALLENTOWN  COLLEGE  FOR 

WOMEN. 

To  the  Reverend  Lehigh  Classis: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  Allentown  College  for  Women  reports  that 
from  communications  from  the  College  the  following  facts  have  been 
ascertained: 

The  past  year  marked  a  long  forward  step  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  Last  fall  the  new  dormitory  was  completed,  which  afforded 
room  for  64  additional  boarding  students,  together  with  accommoda- 
tions for  Director  Davis  and  family. 

The  entire  enrollment  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year  was 
175;  while  in  the  boarding  department  alone  there  were  77  students. 

The  year's  work  was  satisfactorily  completed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  on  June  2  a  class  of  fifteen  was  graduated.  Six  of  these 
were  from  the  Secretarial  Department,  while  the  rest  were  students  of 
the  A.  B.,  of  the  B.  S.,  and  of  the  special  courses. 

By  an  arrangement  with  Muhlenberg  College.  Professors  of  that 
institution  are  carrying  live  subjects  at  the  College  for  Women.  Thus 
students  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  B.  from  the  College  for  Women  may 
at  the  same  time  receive  the  degree  of  Ph.B.  from  Muhlenberg  College. 
Two  of  the  College  for  Women  graduates  are  receiving  these  degrees 
this  year.    In  this  way  they  receive  slate  recognition  for  teaching. 

In  the  dormitories  last  year  two  students  occupied  three  room 
suites.  This  year  it  is  proposed  to  place  three  students  into  such 
suites.  By  this  arrangement  the  number  of  boarding  students  that  can 
be  accommodated  will  this  coming  year  be  95. 

The  work  of  enrolling  students  for  the  coming  year  is  far  in  ex- 
cess of  that  a  year  ago  at  this  time  of  the  year.  At  the  time  of  com- 
mencement 75%  of  the  last  year's  boarding  students  had  already  en- 
rolled for  the  coming  year.  In  addition  to  this  there  were  19  new  en- 
rollments. There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  long  before  the  opening 
next  fall  all  the  rooms  in  the  dormitories  will  be  taken.  There  seem 
to  be  good  prospects  for  enrolling  an  increased  number  of  day  students. 
In  the  new  catalogue  and  in  the  advertising  the  A.  B.  and  the  B.  S. 
courses  are  especially  stressed.  The  result  seems  to  be  that  there 
will  be  increased  enrollments  in  these  courses. 
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During  the  past  year  12  students  received  aid  from  a  beneficiary 
fund  in  addition  to  sums  which  they  were  able  to  earn  by  doing  work 
part  of  the  time.  With  an  increase  in  the  enrolTment  the  number  of 
students  who  will  have  this  opportunity  will  be  correspondingly  in- 
creased. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Curtis  there  has  been  established  a  fund 
from  which  loans  will  be  made  to  students  who  demonstrate  their 
worth  during  their  first  year  in  College.  Such  loans  are  to  be  returned 
by  the  students  to  the  Fund  subsequent  to  their  graduation.  At  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  fund  was  named  the  Wil- 
liam P.  Curtis  Student  Loan  Fund.  There  are  already  $1585.00  in  this 
fund. 

Up  to  this  time  the  College  has  received  $18,000.00  from  the  For- 
ward Movement.    This  amount  has  been  applied  to  the  new  dormitory. 

There  was  also  received  from  apportionment  made  for  the  College 
$10,000,  Lehigh  Classis  having  paid  $2072.30. 

The  year  has  also  brought  misfortune.  The  health  of  Dr.  Curtis 
failed,  and  a  period  of  rest  seems  necessary  for  his  recovery.  He  has 
been  granted  a  six  months  leave  of  absence,  during  which  time  Director 
Davis  is  having  charge  of  the  work. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  following  action: 

I.  That  this  Classis  rejoices  in  the  progress  and  the  success  of 
the  work  of  the  College  of  the  past  year  and  in  its  even  brighter  out- 
look for  the  coming  year. 

II.  That  we  commend  the  College  to  the  women  of  our  congrega- 
tions, and  that  pastors  be  urged  to  assist  in  enrolling  students  from 
their  parishes  in  this  institution. 

III.  That  an  apportionment  of  10  cents  per  member  be  again  laid 
for  the  benefit  of  the  College. 

IV.  That  this  Classis  hopes  and  prays  for  the  speedy  recovery 
of  Dr.  Curtis,  that  he  may  in  his  former  strength  continue  to  prose- 
cute the  work  of  this  institution,  which  is  just  beginning  to  bear  larger 
fruitage.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  COMITY 
A  Preamble  to  the  following  resolution: 

The  people  of  Mountainville,  a  village  about  two  miles  south  of 
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Allentown,  are  contemplating  the  building  of  a  church  and  the  organiz- 
ing of  a  congregation  or  congregations.  A  canvass  was  made  by  them 
of  the  town  and  they  learned  that  there  were  living  there  about  IfiO 
Lutherans,  100  Reformed  and  about  50  belonging  to  other  denomina- 
tions. After  a  full  and  free  discussion  by  the  Committee  on  Church 
Comity,  which  met  as  hereafter  indicated,  the  following  action  was 
taken  and  for  the  following  reasons:  that  the  church  should  be  a 
Lutheran  Church,  to  wit: 

1.  Because  the  Lutherans  have  the  largest  number  of  members 
living  in  the  town  at  present. 

2.  Because  the  Lutheran  Church  has  had  services  there  for  the 
longest  period  of  time,  quite  regularly  for  the  last  twenty-one  years. 

3.  Because  the  Lutherans  have  already  in  their  possession  a  lot 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  church  thereon. 

4.  Because  a  few  years  ago,  a  church  was  erected  at  Greenawald. 
a  short  distance  west  of  Allentown,  where  also  quite  a  number  of 
Lutheran  people  were  living,  but  the  building  was  dedicated  as  the 
property  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

5.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Reformed  people  shall 
keep  themselves  in  readiness  to  take  up  the  interest  as  soon  as  neces- 
sary, at  Summit  Lawn.

the  above-named  date  to  take  under  advisement  the  matter  relative  to 
the  establishment  of  work  in  Mountainville,  Lehigh  County,  Pa.

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Lutheran: — The  Revs.  Dr.  J.  A.  W.  Haas,  Dr.  A.  T.  W.  Steinhaeuser, 
L.  D.  Lazarus  and  W.  D.  Kline. 

Six  representatives  from  Mountainville  interested  in  the  movement. 

Organization  was  effected  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Moyer 
and  Rev.  L.  D.  Lazarus,  as  chairman  and  secretary,  respectively. 

The  President  of  the  Allentown  Conference  stated  the  object  of  the 
meeting.    After  a  consideration  of  the  matter  it  was  moved: 

I.  That  we  regard  the  organization  of  further  LTnion  Churches  in 
this  day  as  undesirable. 

II.  That  in  view  of  the  situation  in  Mountainville  and  Summit 
Lawn  we  would  recommend  the  following  policy,  to  wit: 

That  the  two  Churches  directly  concerned,  recognizing  their  duty 
to  serve  their  people,  do  hereby  agree, — The  Lutheran  Church  make 
itself  responsible  for  Mountainville  and  that  the  Reformed  Church 
hold  itself  in  readiness  to  minister  to  Summit  Lawn  and  vicinity  as 
soon  as  conditions  demand. 

These  recommendations  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  secre- 
tary of  the  committee  was  instructed  to  forward  this  report  to  the 
Lehigh  Classis  and  the  Allentown  Conference  for  action  at  their  re- 
spective Spring  Conventions.

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4.  That  especially  pastors  and  also  elders  single  out  and  chal- 
lenge worthy  young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  also  interest  them 
in  the  work  of  missions  and  especially  medical  missions. 

5.  That  all  members  of  our  Classis  take  a  deep  interest  in  the 
cause  of  Christian  education. 

6.  That  in  every  congregation  an  Every-Member  Canvass  be  made 
for  men  and  money  and  that  the  Duplex  Envelope  be  used  for  scrip- 
tural and  systematic  giving. 

7.  That  societies  and  Sunday  schools,  if  possible,  send  their  pastor 
and  interested  young  people  to  the  Summer  Missionary  Conferences. 

8.  That  the  special  Church  Festival  Days  designated  by  General 
Synod  be  faithfully  observed  by  the  congregations  in  Classis,  and  spe- 
cial offerings  given  for  the  work  asked  for. 

9.  That  consistories  and  congregations  adopt  the  suggestions  and 
follow  the  leading  of  the  Committee  on  Minimum  Salary. 

10.  Notice!  Let  congregational  treasurers  send  monies  given  for 
the  general  work  of  benevolence  of  the  church  to  the  Classical  Treas- 
urer as  soon  as  possible  or  regularly  every  month,  so  that  it  may  be 
used  at  once  as  designated.  Remember  some  one  must  pay  interest 
on  money  borrowed  for  church  work  for  all  the  money  that  lies  idle 
or  unused  in  your  congregational  treasury.  Practice  economy.  Save 
the  fragments.    The  church  needs  all. 

11.  Remember  the  faithful  work  done  by  the  Missionary  and  Stew- 
ardship Committee  of  our  Classis.  But  the  committee  is  only  giving 
suggestions  and  opening  the  way  for  the  work.  Every  congregation 
and  member  must  do  his  and  her  duty. 

12.  Let  us,  one  and  all,  aim  for  the  paying  of  the  apportionment 
in  full  during  the  coming  year  and  begin  NOW.  That  means  only  the 
small  sum  of  $2.39  per  member  more  than  we  pay  for  the  support  of  the 
local  church.  Why  withhold  the  Lord's  portion?  Let  our  prayer  and 
aim  be,  "The  Apportionment  in  Full  in  1922." 

13.  More  money  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Classical  Treasurer 
last  year,  than  one  year  ago.  That  shows  that  the  hearts  of  our  people 
are  opening  to  this  great  work  and  with  the  opening  of  their  hearts, 
will  also  come  the  opening  of  their  hands.  Let  the  Classical  year  1921- 
1922  be  the  best  yet. 
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14.  Let  ministers  and  members  consider  thoughtfully  the  work 
that  is  entrusted  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  of  the  Church  His- 
torical Society.  Read  its  report  in  this  volume.  You  can  help  in  many 
ways.    Do  so. 

15.  Above  all,  plan,  pray,  work,  live  for  the  advancement  of  your 
church  in  your  Classis,  which  means  the  coming  of  God's  Kingdom  on 
earth. 

16.  Lehigh  Classis  is  the  largest  classis  in  the  Reformed  Church, 
but  during  the  last  classical  year  not  a  single  special  meeting  was  held 
by  it.  It  seems  to  show  at  least  one  thing,  that  the  ministers  serving 
therein  are  quite  content. 

17.  Last  year  Classis  met  in  St.  John's  Church,  Mahoning  Valley. 
This  year  in  St.  John's  Church,  Allentown;  next  year  it  is  to  meet  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Kutztown.  It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  the 
meetings  should  be  held  in  a  church  having  a  similar  name  for  three 
successive  years.    But  Classis  is  grateful  for  these  kind  invitations.

W.  Sharadin,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Rupp  and  Mrs.  O.  B.  Wehr. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Curtis,  secretary  of  Y.  W.  M.  auxiliaries,  reported  three 
new  auxiliaries.    She  conducted  a  conference. 
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In  telling  of  the  work  and  growth  of  the  Y.  W.  M.  A.  of  St.  An- 
drew's, Miss  Miriam  Woodring  stated  that  their  auxiliary  had  branched 
out  into  a  Junior  Woman's  Missionary  Society.
